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School Days Again 


Within a few days, unless some radical 
change in the public health situation occurs 
a new contingent of children will be enrolled 
in the Edmonton public schools 

It is pertinent to ask how many of them 
have been prepared for this astonishing 
change in their lives? How many have been 
immunized against diSease which can be 
controlled by immunization? How many 
have received a general medical examinat- 
jon to discover and eradicate physical and 
emotional defects? 

It seem to be obvious that the begin- 
ning of school life is almost as new a thing 


as the beginning of natural life. New facul- 
ties are called into play New qualities of 


character have to be displayed. An entirely 
new set of habits must be acquired. If 
children undertake this adventure with im- 
paired health, even to a slight degree, thei: 
progress will be slow and uncertain and the 
happiness of their entire lives may be jeo- 
pordized. For failure at school creates 
problems that have repercussions far 
beyond school. 

The overall records for Canada show 
that more than 50 percent of the new child- 
ren arrive at school each new term with 
physical disabilities or emotional disorders. 
In some cases these defects, easily correct- 
ible at first, lead to complicated and costly 
ailments 

Hospital records have shown that 
children whose health had been Seriously 
neglected during the pre-school period had 
to spend from 200 to 600 days in hospital 
and receive expensive treatment. 

Neglected childhood, of course, is ref- 
lected in the health of the general populat- 
ion. And the health of the general populat- 
ion is not good. A reputable authority re- 
vealed the other day that on any given day 
every year, one out of 60, or 200,000 per- 
sons in this country were ill with 
preventable diseases. 

The recurrence of the school term in 
Edmonton should have as a prelude the 
strictest and most thorough kind of a 
medical check-up for every child. 


The Radio License Fee 


With the recommendation by the com- 
mons radio committee that the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation should be allowed 
to enjoy unlimited loans from the govern- 
ment, with the statutory limit of $500,000 
removed, and that the CBC receive all radio 
license fees collected by the government, a 
storm of protest has gone up all across the 
country. 

A good many Canadians argue, with a 
great deal of justification, that if the CBC 
is to be confirmed in its monopolistic rights 
and if it is to be financed by the govern- 
ment, which is the Canadian people, it is 
time the Canadian people were relieved of 
the specific tax of $2.50 a vear which they 
pay for the privilege of operating a radio 
set. 

Opposition to this annual license fee 
has always existed among those millions of 
Canadians who live near enough to the Uni-

Tuberculosis and Indians 

Whoever had it, it was the happiest of 
happy thoughts that the hospital for tuber- 
cular Indians at the old Jesuit college should 
have been named after Dr. Charles Camsell, 
for he is one of the fasStest friends they 
ever had or will have 

The hospital was opened on Monday by 
His Excellency the Governor-General in a 
brief ceremony at which Dr. Camsell himself 
was present, and from his own intimat« 
knowledge of conditions amongst the In- 
dians he gave some rather alarming details 


of the advance of tuberculosis amongst that 
part of the Canadian population At the 
same time, he extended some comforting re- 


Surance concerning progress of the was

against the dpease. in which the hospital 


outposts. 

Dr. Camsell, who is commissioner for 
the Northwest Territories, did not get to 
know his Indian friends from the remote 
distance of an office desk. He is a native 
son of the Northwest Territories, having 
been born at Fort Liard where his father 
was a chief factor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. He “came out” only long enough |! 
for education at St. John’s College in Win- 
nipeg and Manitoba University and _ for 
post-graduate study in geology, his life work, 
at Queen's, Harvard and the Massachusetts | 
Institute of Technology. He returned to 
the northwest in 1894 and from then until 
his appointment as deputy minister of mines 
and resources in 1920 there have been few, 
if any, who have trodden so much of the 
northern areas or charted so much of 
theretofore uncharted areas. 

In the course of all of these duties 
natufally he became the familiar of the na 
tive races, Indian and Eskimo, who, if they 
had been asked to name a “patron” to whom | 
to dedicate their new hospital, would in all| 
likelihood have named Dr. Charles Camsell 
without a moment's hesitation. 


Those Polish Immigrants 

There may be legitimate objections to 
the entry into Canada of those 4,000 Polish 
veterans it is proposed to bring here as farm) 
and agricultural laborers. But among those 
legitimate objections is not that raised by 
the Alberta executive of the Labor-Progres- 
sive party which protests the admission of 
these men on the ground that they refused 
to obey the behests of Soviet Russia. 

The Labor-Progressive executive de- 
clares that these Poles were mobilized on 
Soviet soil, partially equipped by the Soviet | 
government and yet had the effrontery to 
refuse to serve in the Soviet army. 

It has yet to be eStablished, we think, 
that it is first necessary for a man to show 
himself a good communist before he can 
become a good Canadian. And yet that is 
the logical inference of the Labor-Progres- 
sive party’s contention. These Poles re- 
fused to be communists. Therefore they 
would make poor Canadians. 

It is not a healthy sign in this country 
that the self-assertion of groups devoted to 
the current Russian political ideology should 
swell commensurately vith the political 
aggressiveness of the Russians in the inter- 
national field 

And yet it is true, to a point, that these 
proposed Polish settlers become less desir 
able as potential immigrants as they are 
more closely identified with the feuds of 
Europe. But it should be noted that they 
become less desirable, not as they are shown 
to be pro-Russian or anti-Russian, but as 
they are shown to be pro- or anti-anything 
in a violent way. 

We are not yet applying to immigrants 
the yardstick of communist sympathy. But 
we should apply to immigrants whatever 
yardstick will determine their capacity to 
be good Canadians by forgetting the hat- 
reds of their native lands and becoming 
natives of this country in thought, in speech 
and in way of life.

SUCH REVISIONISTS as Ben 
Hecht, co-chairman of the Ameri- 
can League for a Free Palestine 
openly boast of their efforts to ap- 
peal to the public, through columns 
in the newspapers, for funds to help 
them continue their work. Their 
goal seems to be to thrust so many 
Jews into Palestine that they may 


become sufficiently numerous to 
revolt against the illegal British.
